The house appropriations com­ 
mittee bluntly declared that "the 
United States has embarked upon 
the largest production of war ma­ 
terials ever undertaken by any na­ 
tion.” it asked immediate action.

BRITISH GIVE UP 
LANDINBURMA 


Baseline Drawn Near Head 
Of Gulf Near Famed Road

RANGOON. Burma, Feb. 17 
The baseline of Burma was drawn 
today qear tho band of th# Gulf 
of Martaban around which lies the 
Burnut road. 
China’s Invaluable 
gateway to th# sea, and the path­ 
way to India. 
The new line was announced by 
the British, who said they had 
withdrawn 30 miles from the Tho- 
ton-Duyinzelk area to the line of 
the Bilin river to take advantage 
of it as a potential springboard 
for counter-attacks and to extri­ 
cate imperial forces from a posi­ 
tion where infantry units might 
have been overwhelmed piecemeal 
by the Japanese. 
Rail Center Forfeited 
The withdrawal, carried out Mon­ 
day, apparently forfeited the rail­ 
road cauter of Tbaton, setting the 
British right flank back about 40 
miles north of Japanese-held Moul- 
mein and about 106 miles by road 
from Rangoon. 
Thus. in six days, the Japanese 
have advanced 60 miles from Mar­ 
taban, after crossing the Halween 
river from MoulmelA, and have put 
behind them more than one-third 
of the distance from there to Ran­ 
goon.

said 
that the new Imperial line, presum­ 
ably on the west bank of the Bllln, 
which flows south into the gulf, 
gives their troops “more concen­ 
trated positions”. The Japanese 
were reported not to have inter­ 
fered with the withdrawal, merely 
following it up out of gunshot. 
Pegu Next Land Goal 
The Bilin river mouth is about 
50 miles down the Rangoon-Mar- 
taban railroad from, Pegu, the Junc­ 
tion at which another line branches 
northward toward Mandalay and 
Lashlo, where the Burma road 
meets the railhead. 
Pegu, through which flows the 
supplies China must Import over 
the Burma road, thus is the next 
major goal in the Japanese land 
drive, lf It were lost, supplies 
would have to be sent over the 
longer, alternative route from Cal­ 
cutta through upper Burma.

The new credit is still in the 
negotiation stage and the exact 
amount and details have not been 
settled.

Most of the Americana who had 
not left Manila before it was aban­ 
doned to the Japanese are held In 
concentration camp at Santa 
Thomas university, officials said. 
The communique, the 110th of 
the war, said the enemy had been 
dropping leaflets on refugee camps 
behind American lines, exhorting 
the Filipinos to cooperate with 
the invaders.

'N a few hundred years, the white 
- men discovered what the indians 
had known all along—that nihbpr 
was useful In everyday life.

As late as 1839, when Charles 
Goodyear dropped some raw rubber 
and sulphur on a hot stove and dis­ 
covered vulcanization, the best use 
he could think of for the new 
m aterial wa* to m ake tires for 
wheelbarrows. 
T he tire idea wa* adapted to 
bicycles and rubber demand shot 
up. The price never got hack to 
where lf had heen in the early 
eraser days because the Amazon 
river now was open in increasing 
traffic.

Known rub­ 
ber trees have been tapped so often 
and so unscientifically that they 
cannot he expected to provide the 
spurt in supply which is needed. So 
new trees must be found, and that 
means exploration. 
The total rubber output of the 
Amazon basin in 1939 mas 16.000 
tons. Its greatest production was 
•15.000 in the boom of 1912. When 
prices soared In the middle of the 
1920’s, it took four years to build 
up to 30.000 tons. The rate of accel­ 
eration m in depend partly on trans­ 
portation. T here are 37 different 
tributaries of the Amazon known to 
have rubber in commercial quanti­ 
ties. Many boat* will lie needed to 
traverse them, different types of 
boats for different kinds of water.

“ It Is our opinion that the av er­ 
age soldier and sailor is adequate­ 
ly clothed by the gov erment and 
does not need additional clothing. 
Howev er, there are ex ceptions. 
“ Our boy s in Iceland are such 
an ex ception. They can make good 
use of additional clothing. 
The 
same may be true of soldiers sent 
into the field on long campaigns. 
"On the whole, we don’t want a 
broad wav e of knitting that will 
consume 
millions of 
pounds 
of 
wool needed for more essential 
purposes. 
“ This is the sy stem we hav e 
set up with the American Red 
Cross. When a commanding offi­ 
cer desires such additional cloth­ 
ing as sweaters, he will apply to 
the Red Cross. The Red Cross then 
will arrange for the sweaters to 
be knitted." 
Hundreds of district women are 
knitting on request of the Red 
Cross. This work is being done in 
response to specific requests to 
the Red Cross from military auth­ 
orities and should continue, Red 
Cross officials urged.

Some of the communications and 
telephone calls to draft boards ob­ 
viously are from cranks and many 
are anonymous. 
But, officials re­ 
port, investigation of valid cases 
frequently “hits pay dirt”. 
Fails To Tell Of Divorce 
Although figures are veiled In 
wartime secrecy, officers indicat­ 
ed that about half the cases inves­ 
tigated by eight inspectors result­ 
ed in new selectees or classifica­ 
tions.

One man who listed a wife as 
dependent 
to 
obtain 
deferment 
failed to notify his draft board 
that he had been divorced. 
His 
former wife tipped off the board 
and he’s in the army now. 
Another obtained exemption on 
the ground that he was needed for 
farm work, although he actually 
only lived with rural relatives and 
worked in a factory. 
His exemp­ 
tion was withdrawn. 
Numerous complaints are found 
to be unjustified or based on lack 
of information. 
Several were re­ 
ceived about a man whose court 
record precluded his acceptance 
by the armed forces. 
Boards can call in registrants 
for questioning and draft law vio­ 
lators can be prosecuted.

Red Cross headquarters here to­

urged all wartime knitters 
not working on Red Cross assign­ 
ments to contact the office be­ 
fore sending their 
products 
to 
camps. 
An official bulletin from 
na­ 
tional headquarters in Washing­ 
ton Hr regard to needs of 
the 
armed forces in the way of extra 
clothes, contained 
the following 
statements by R. R. Guthrie, chief 
of the textiles, clothing and leath­ 
er goods branch: 
“The 
war 
production 
board 
DOES want women to knit sweat­ 
ers where absolutely needed by 
the armed forces and where the 
commanding officers ask for the 
supplies. 
“It is our opinion that the aver 
age soldier and sailor Is adequate­ 
ly clothed by the goverment and 
does not need additional clothing. 
However, there are exceptions. 
“Our boys in Iceland are such 
an exception. They can make good 
use of additional clothing. 
The 
same may be true of soldiers sent 
Into the field on long campaigns. 
“On the whole, we don’t want a 
broad wave of knitting that will 
consume millions of 
pounds 
of 
wool needed for more essential 
purposes. 
“This is the system we have 
set up with the American Red 
Cross. When a commanding offi­ 
cer desires such additional cloth­ 
ing as sweaters, he will apply to 
the Red Cross. The Red Cross then 
will arrange for the sweaters to 
be knitted.” 
Hundreds of district women are 
knitting on request of the Red 
Cross. This work is being done in 
response to specific requests to 
the Red Cross from military auth­ 
orities and should continue, Red 
Cross officials urged. It is the un­ 
organized knitting which the above 
announcement seeks to discourage.

HR 210th birthday anniversary 
George Washington just a 
few days away, serves to recall 
a 
ret'ognition 
event 
in 
1932 
in 
which 
B ast 
Liverpool 
took 
an 
active part. 
It was 
because George 
Wash­ 
ington bad camped one night with­ 
in the present confines of what 
became Bast Liverpool, that dis­ 
trict residents took it upon iheni- 
selvOT 
to 
pay 
special 
honor 
at 
his 
200th 
anniversary 
celebra* 
tion. 
In 
this 
commemoration, 
trees 
were planted in various sections 
of the city by women of local pa­ 
triotic organizations. A memorial 
stone was placed on a 
plot be­ 
tween 
the 
.Masonic 
and 
B agles’ 
buildings on Broadway in memory 
of the night that he slept in the 
immediate 
vicinity. 
At the time of the commemora­ 
tion, a party of young men, im­ 
personating 
the 
first 
president 
and his party of 1770, landed on 
Line island, using a 
replica 
of 
the 
craft 
of 
the 
period, 
and 
planted 
a 
barrel 
of 
biscuit

the party had done. 
Bast Liverpool resident now re­
